To tlie Frcucli Liner La Bargogne 


Oir Halifax. 


Halifax, July 7.—Five hundred and 


forty-nine men, women and children 
•according: to the awful stories of >he 
survivors, many of them deliberately 
murdered, is the heartbreaking record 
of the most terrible marine disaster of 
jmodern times. 


The victims were the passengers and 


part of the crew of the French line 
steamer La Bourgogne, bound from New 
York, July 2, for Havre, with 727 soul3 
on board, which was in collision and 
sunk during a dense fog, Monday morn- 
ins at 5 o'clock, 60 miles south of Sable 
island, with the British 
sailing ship 


Cromartyshire. 


The 178 survivors, most of whom were 


members of the crew, the remainder be- 
ing second and third class passengers, 
-were brought to this port by the 
"Cromartyshire in tow of the Allan line 
steamship Grecian. Only one woman, 
Mrs. A. D. Lacasse of Plainfleld, N. J., 
out of 125 on board, was saved. 


The disaster occurred at 5 o'clock Jn 


the morning, about 60 miles south of I 
Sable isicnd, which lies nearly 100 miles 
off this port. The Bourgogne had left 
New York for Havre on the previous 
Saturday, while the Cromartyshire was 
on her way over from Glasgow with a 
crew of 21 men. Although the trans- 
(atlantic steamers all. have a 
definite 


course, the Bourgogne was to all ac- 
counts 40 mfles or more to the north of 
the steamer lanes. 


The log, as is usual at this time of the 


year, was very dense, and the big ship 
•was sailing along with reduced can- 
(v-as and blowing her foghorn. Sudden- 
ly out of the fog rushed a steamer, and 
in a moment there was a fearful crash, 
the iron prow of the ship plunging into 
the port side of the steamer Just under 
the bridge. The blow was a terrific one 
and tore a great hole in the steamer, 
whtle the entire bow of the ship was 
demolished. The steamer plunged on 
into the fog again, her whistle crying 
for help and her rockets signalling her 
dire distress. 


The Cromartyshire was rounded to, 


and her master, Captain Henderson, 
was considerably relieved in finding that 
she was in no danger of sinking. Off to 
the eastward could be heard the hoarse 
call of the steamer, and as the fog be- 
gan to lift all the boats on the ship were 
launched. Half an hour after the col- 
lision occurred the misty curtain went 
up, giving a clear view for miles, and 
then it was that those on the Cromarty- 
•hire saw the fearful struggle for life. 


On board the Bourgogne the collision 


had come so suddenly and at such a 
time In the morning that few besides her 
crew were on deck, but the shook roused 
nearly everyone, and within a few min- 
utes the decks were crowded with 
struggling, 
terrified 
passengers. At 


first it seemed as if there was some at- 
tempt at discipline. A few of the boats 
"were swung olf and bume of the passen- 
gers allowed to get into them; but as tha 
steamer began to settle and list to port, 
the officers lost control of the crew, and 
.what was probably a panic ensued. 
'Passengers and crew fought for the 
boats and Hferafts, and it was a fight 
to death in itself, while death in the 
•waters stared everyone in the face. The 
strong battered down the weak, the 
women and children being pushed far 
away from any hope of rescue. Fists, 
oara and even knives were tued by sornp' 
of the demons to keep their places. The 
officers seemed to have been powerlers 
before their own men, and only four 
•were saved. 


The fight for life did not last long, for 


in a little more than half an hour th* 
."Bourgogne gave a long lurch to port 
and went down. As the ship sank be- 
neath the surface the vortex of tho 
waters sucked down everything on tha 
surface within a 
certain radius. A 


couple of minutes later, when th« suc- 
tion ceased, those still alive saw about 
200 bodies come up out of the water with 
a rush as if the sea were giving up tha 
dead after having ewallowad the ship. 
But the struggle for life still continued 
after the ship went down. Hundreds 
still floated about, grasping at rafts, 
boat*, and wreckage in frantic en- 
deavors to keep above water. Even 
then many of tMoae In the boats, if the 
stories are to bp believed, showed their 
brutality by beating off many of thos« 
(who attempted to climb aboard. 
By this tins the small boats of the 


Cromartfshire had coma up, and tha 
work of rescua begun. The crew of the 
•hip worked heroically and saved every- 
fine who »i«<i maniufed to keep abova 


jteSm "'Boats, rafts "anff -wrttKargB ex- 
hausted and weree^pLrowned. ^ was all 
over in an hour, although for soms time 
after great pieces of wreckage canae 
Shooting up £rom tbe bottom, marking 
(he spot where the great liner had gone 
down. 


But little attempt wa» made to re- 


cover the bodies of any of the ill-fated 
passengers or crew, and the battered 
hulk at the bottom of the ocean will 
probably be forever their tomb. Along 
in the afternoon the steamer Grecian 
was sighted coming: from the westward, 
and a few hours after the Cromarty- 
Ehire was taken in tow and arrived here 
yesterday. 


The log of the Croraartyshlre, signed 


by Captain Henderson, Is as follows: 
, On July 4, at 5 a- m., dense fog, posi- 
tion of ship 60 miles south of Sable 
Island, ship in wind on the port tack 
beading about W. N» W., though under 
reduced canvas, gains about four or 
knots every hour. Our fc*; horn was 
beirrsr kept going regularly every min- 
ute. At that time hear* steamer's whis- 
tle on our weather side or port beam, 
•which seemed te be nearing very fast. 
We blew our horn and wera answered 
by steamer's whistle, when all of a sud- 
den she loomed through the fog on our 
port bow and crashed into us, going at 
a terrific speed. 
Our foretopmast and 


main topgallant mast came down, 
bringing yards and everything attached. 


I immediately ordered the boats out 


and went to examine the damage. I 
found that our bows were completely 
cut off and the plates twisted into every 
conceivable shape. The other ship dis- 
appeared through the fog_ Howevc-r, 
our ship was floating on her collision 
bulkhead, so there seemed no immedi- 
ate danger of her sinking. We set to 
work immediately to clear the wreck- 
age and also to ship our starboard an- 
chor, which was hanging over the star- 
board bow and in danger of punching 
holes in the bow. We heard a steamer 
blowing her whistle on coming back 
and we answered with our fog horn. 
The steeamer then threw up a rocket 
and fired a shot. We also threw up 
iome rockets and fired several shots, 
but we neither saw nor heard anything 
more of the steamer. 


Shortly after, or about 1.30 a. m., the 


fog lifted somewhat and we saw two 
boats pulling toward us with the French 
flag flying. We signalled them to come 
alongside, and found that the steamer 
was the La Bourgogne, from New York 
for Havre, and that she had gone down. 
We laid to all day and received onboard 
about 200 survivors from amongst tha 
passengers and crew, reported to be in 
all about 600. Several of the passengers 
were on life rafts without oars, and I 
palled for volunteers from among my 
crew and the surviving French seamen 
to bring those raft* alongside of the 
ehip. Some of the passengers and sea- 
men from the sunken steamer assisted 
us, and we jettisoned some 30 tons of 
cargo from our forehold in order to 
lighten the ship. 


At about 3 p. m. another eteamer hove 


in sight bound westward. We put up 
our signal "N. C.," "Want assistance." 
Shortly after a steamer bore down to- 
wards us. She provad to be the Gre- 
cian, bound from Glasgow to New York. 
The captain of the Grecian, agreed to 
take the passengers on board, and also 
agreed to tow my ship to Halifax. Ow- 
ing to the condition of 'my ship I ac- 
cepted the offer, and we proceeded at 
once to tranship the passengers and 
get ready our tow line. 


At 6 p. m. we had made a connection 


and proceeded In tow of the Grecian to- 
wards Halifax, having put a sail over 
the broken bow to take part of the 
strain off the collision bulkhead. There 
was at that time 14 feet of water in the 
forepeak. • 


When Mehelint Secondo got on deck 


he found a raft with five men on it. The 
raft, however, was tied and chained fast 
tu i-in_ UuCiv, tiitu Hw 3u,«tuiS V, ct £ iiciii tO 
let It loose. None of the five men had 
knives. The ship sank rapidly, and 
they were all precipitated Into the water. 
He was In the water 20 minutes and 
alone, the other five sinking before his 
,'eyes. He came across a boat which he 
tried to get into. He eventually suc- 
ceeded, but not before a desperate fight 
with her crew. He was battered with 
oars and shored away with boathooks. 
He managed to ceil* an oar, hnw«v«r, 
an£ pulled himself to the boat and 
climbed In. 


Auguat Pourgl was In tho water about 


half an hour, and attempted to get into 
a boat. He wat eelxed when he man- 
aged to get half In and thrown back lnt» 
the water. Ag-ain ha tried t* enter the 
boat, but ths inhuman sa^^gts wt£> 
manned it were determined to keep him 
out. 
He managed at last to get In and 


to stay In. Clinging to the 1U« line of 
a boat not far away he taw his mother, 
nnd he was forced to watch a man f hovt 
>>«r intu th« ocean ""

Throughout Europe Italian titles of no- 


bility do ui» enjoy a very high reputation, 
so much so thut us A gonornl rule ti mere 
Austrian burou IB moro highly considered 
than mi Italian marquis. Ono explana- 
tion of this fact is that many of these Ital- 
ian noblfs with high sounding handles to 
thuir muni's are not in a very enviable 
financial situation. 
Many astounding in- 


stances may be cited of Italian dukes and 
counts who occupy tho strangest positions 
abroad. 
Somu are coachmen, others hotel 


porters, one is :m interpreter in a railway 
station, another is a butler in the family 
of an American millionaire. In New York 
there is a well known Italian count who 
bus run an elevator for several years past. 
In southern Italy, where poverty is greater 
than in other portions of tho peninsula, 
the grcac noblo families are compelled to 
resorc to tho moat extraordinary stratn- 
genis to save appearances. In Naples poor 
noblo fuiuiliea bava adopted n system of 
mutual c.-ii'i'inges and horses which is 
somewhat curious. 
Five or six families 


ngroo to pay the expenses of a luxurious 
esl;iulis!i;i;om, fjenwully a Tour-m-hand, 
with co;i"h«Ban and footmen. 
Tho car- 


riage- door with tho various coats of nnns 
of the different families is aloco changed, 
according to the family which uses tho 
carriage. 
On great occasions these fam- 


ilies draw lots to see whioh shall use the 
carriage and horses: 


The man who wishes to bear a prince's 


crown EJ ust pay 38,000 to tho government, 
to become » duke 88,000 is sufficient, for 
$5,000 ons may be a marquis and for $4,- 
000 a count, $2,400 is sufficient to become 
abaroaand $1,000 for the simple prolix 
"de." These figures apply only to the ti- 
tles conferred by the king, but besides 
these royal titles are tho dignities confer- 
red by tho popa 
These papal titles are 


somewhat cheaper than those conferred by 
the king. At the Vatican a brand new 
count may be created for $3,400 and a 
marquis for §3,000. 


It is hardly necessary to add that the 


proud old Italian aristocrats look down 
with tho greatest contempt on these par- 
venu noblemen, whether created by the 
king or the pope. These proud Italian 
aristocrats of ancient lineage, such as tho 
Colonna, the Borghese, the Oraini of Borne, 
the Strozzi of Florence and the Visconte 
of Milan, consider themselves vastly su- 
perior to tho most ancient nobles of France 
and Great Britain and the equals of most; 
royal families. Some of the old Roman 
nobles even claim direct descent from the 
days of ancient Borne.—Milan Cor. Provi- 
dence Journal.

The stars and stripes 
were displayed from pulpits, side by 
side with the union Jack, the "Star 
Spangled Banner" was sung, and fer- 
vid speeches were made testifying t,o 
the deep and brotherly interest felt in 
the success of this country in the war 
With Spain.

October 1. Its purpose Is to simplify 
and make more sure such transac- 
tions, and the only class it will injure 
is the legal profession, which has de-

^earching of titles which had to be 
" made every time a piece of real estate 
is transferred. The operation of the 
system Is very simple. By the pay-

.title given by the court, really making 
the state responsible for its validity. 
This search will stand good provided 
it is not questioned within a year. The 
transfer of property will therefore be 
ns simple as the transfer of a stock 
certificate or any other piece of nego- 
tiable paper, and persons wishing to 
borrow or lend, with real estate as se- 
curity, will no longer suffer from the 
vexing delays so common under the 
present system 
of searching titles.

Vbe Fine Specimen of » 'Wftlled Town 


That the United State* Will Have. 
San Juau ia a perfect specimen of a 


walled town, with portcullis, moat, 
gates and battlements. Built over 250 
years ago, it . is atill in good condition 
and repair. Tho walla are picturesque 
and represent a stupendous work and 
cost in themselves. Inside the walls the 
city is laid off in regular squares, six 
parallel streets running in the direction 
of the length of tho island and seven at 
right angles, The houses are closely 
and compuct.y built of brick, usually 
of two stories, stuccoed on the outside 
and painted in a variety of colors. The 
upper floors are occupied by tho more 
respectable peopk1, while the ground 
floors, almost without exception,, are 
given up to negroes and the poorer 
classes, who crowd one upon another in 
the most appalling manner. The popu- 
lation within the walls is estimated at 
20,000, and most of it lives on the 
ground floors. In one small room with 
a flimsy partition a whole family will 
reside. 


The ground floors of the whole town 


reek with filth, and conditions are most 
unsanitary. In a tropical country, where 
disease readily prevails, the conse- 
quences of such herding may be easily 
inferred. There is no running water in 
the town. The entire population de- 
pends on rainwater caught on the flat 
roofs of the buildings and conducted to 
the cistern, which occupies the greater 
part of the courtyard that is an essen- 
tial part of Spanish houses the world 
over, but that here, on account of the 
crowded conditions, is small. 
There ia 


no sewerage, except for surface water 
and sinks, while vaults are in every 
house and occupy whatever remaining 
space there may be in the patios not tak- 
en up by the cisterns. The risk of con- 
taminating the water is great, and in 
dry seasons the supply is entirely ex- 
hausted. Epidemics are frequent, and 
the town is alive with vermin, mos- 
quitoes and dogs. 


The streets are wider than in the old- 


er part of Havana and will admit two 
carriages abreast. 
The sidewalks are 


narrow, and in places will accommodate 
only one person. The pavements are of 
a composition manufactured in England 
from slag, pleasant and even and durable 
when no heavy strain is brought to bear 
upon them, but easily broken and unfit 
for heavy traffic. The streets are swept 
once a day by hand, and, strange to say, 
are kept very clean. From its topo- 
graphical situation the town should be 
healthy, but it is riot. The soil under 
the city is clay mixed with lime, so 
hard as to be almost like rock. It is con- 
sequently impervious to water and fur- 
nishes a good natural drainage. 
The 


trade wind blows strong and fresh, and 
through tha harbor runs a stream of sea 
water at a speed of not less than three \ 
miles an hour. With these conditions j 
no contagious diseases, if properly tak- I 
en care of, could exist; without them j 
the place would be a veritable plague j 
spot. 
| 


Besides the town within the walls, ! 


there are small portions just outside, 
called the Marina and Puerta de Tierra, 
containing 2rOOO or 3,000 inhabitants 
each. There are also two suburbs, one, 
San Turce, approached by the only road 
leading out of the city, and the other, 
Gatano, across the bay, reached by fer- 
ry. The Marina and the two suburbs 
are situated on sandy'points or spits, 
and the latter are surrounded by man- 
grove swamps. The entire population 
of the city and suburbs, according to 
the census of 1887, was 37,000. It is 
now (1896) estimated afeSO.OOO. One- 
half of the population consists cf ne- 
groes and mixed races.—Boston Tran- 
script. 


Wellman'* Unique Sleigh*. 


One of the most striking innovations 


that baVe been made by Walter Well- 
man in preparing for his trip to the pole 
is his unique dog sleigh. Dogs ara the 
motive power always used to arctic ex- 
peditions. When eight or ten dogs wera 
hitched to one sledge, some of the dogs 
would shirk their work. 
Wellman has 


built a number of small sledges. 
Each 


is of a tubalike construction of tinned 
copper, with runners on its two sides, 
and so shaped that if it turns over it al- 
ways comes down on one or the other 
pair of runners. Mr. Wellman will 
have SO of these sledges, to each of 
which a dog will be attached. He will 
take advantage of that .trait of dog na- 
ture which makes him reluctant to be 
left behind. He wants to keep up with 
the procession, but to do so he must 
work hard. When the food stored in 
one of the sledges is needed, it is ripped 
open like a tin can and thrown away. 
The dog which has drawn it being no 
longer needed is at once converted into 
food for his fellows.

OUR WOUNDED HEROES 


All Doing Well In the Hospitals at 


Key West, 


Victims Intensely Hungry For 


More Fighting. 


Dramatic Incident of Bravery During Friday' 


Fighting. 


Key West. July 7.—The 324 wounded 


heroes of Santiago brought here by th 
Iroquois are doing well and none, is In 
danger. They are distributed between 
the marine and convent hospitals and an 
unused oiffar factory which had been 
previously fitted out for such purposes 
All officers and some of the men are 
quartered at th« convent hospital, wheri 
the nuns are doing fine service. 


News of her arrival had brought to 


the dock a motley crowd of curiosity 
seekers, mostly Cubans. There was no 
a sign of enthusiasm, even among thos< 
very persons for whom the disabled 
soldiers had received thsir hurts, not a 
cheer nor a handclap. There was no 
gangplank, and the wounded men were 
obliged to clamber down the companion 
ladders as best they could to get ashore 


All the ambulances In the town hac 


been brought into service, but despite 
their frequent and hurried trips, fillet 
to the last Inch, the provision was en- 
tirely inadequate. In consequence many 
of the men had to walk four blocks to 
the car line, on which th'ey were joltec 
to the hospitals at the other end of tha 
town. 


Ths sight of the stalwart fellows, 


blacked by the tropical sun, bruised anc 
scratched by Cuban jungles and wrappet 
In bandages which covered, but did not 
conceal, their wounds, as they shambled 
and struggled alongthe roads, had in it 
much of pathos. It was 11 o'clock be- 
fore the last of those able to take their 
feet had been safely disembarked. Mos1 
of these suffer from rifle shot wounds in 
the arms or hands. About 85 others, 
•who are injured In the lower parts ol 
their bodies, had to be carried off on 
stretchers. Fifteen who are suffering 
from a mild attack of measles were lefl 
on board the steamer and will probably 
be taken back to Cuba when the Iro- 
quois returns. 


Most of the men laugh at their wounds. 


They \vant to go back, for they have 
tasted real figfttingr and are hungry for 
more. It was learned that as they fell 
In the firing lines at Santiago the cor- 
porals hustled them to the rear; but In 
nearly every case the moment make- 
shift bandages were swathed about their 
wounds they_ pushed again to the front 
until it eventually became necessary to 
strip them of their cartridge belts. 


All are loud In their praise of the fight- 


Ing qualities of the Spanish troops, but 
eay their losses must be enormous. Of 
our own dead and wounded extravagant 
figures are given by many, but wiser 
heads place the figures for Uie two 'days' 
fighting at between 1200 and 1500, per- 
haps 300 of whom were killed.

Madrid, July. 7.—Silvela, the conser- 


vative leader, declares that the present 
Situation is more favorable to peace 
than to war, but tho government alone 
can judge of what ought to be- done 
under the circumstances, and he will 
support the ffov«rament in any determi- 
nation It may reach.

Mark For Our Accurate Gunners.

The dreaded, deadly stab in the dark 


of the stiletto-like torpedo boat is no 
longer a naval nightmare. 


The black and beetling battleship, an 


invincible conquerer of steel by day, is 
no longer a helpless coffin of steel by 
night. 


The once dreaded stab in the dark is 


dreaded no longer. The stab has been 
parried by a flash of light. 


Like the thief, the torpedo boat fears 


the light, and the light that it fears 
most of all is the searchlight, .which 
has been aptly designated "the Eye of 
the Battleship." 


Searchlights have become such a mat- 


ter of necessity that it was not long 
before our artisans began to produce 


; mangln and the parabolic. The latter 
have true paraboliesurfaces; the former 
: have two spherical surfaces of different 


] radii, the reflectiOD and refraction of 


, the glass causing the rays of light to 
be projected in a straight line. 
| It is sometimes desired to have a pro- 
i jector which will illuminate a large 


'• area at comparatively short range. 
For 


: this purpose projectors are made with 
| metal mirrors of 24 inches or more in 


i diameter and 
of hyperbolic form for 


' any desired range or area. These are 


i found to be cheaper than the glass 
lenses, and they seem to give satisfac- 
tion in most of the fortifications where 
they are in use. These metal mirrors 
are not spun, as Would be supposed, but 
are constructed in a special manner to 


lamp proper, which is from 40 to CO 
volts,

to 
current 
taken. 


Standard rheostats for this purpose are 
made for use with SO and HO volt cir- 
cuits. The lamps are wound to use cir- 
cuits of from IS to 20 amperes for the 
12 inch projector to 125 or 150 amperes 
for the 60 inch projector.

the best imported carbons are used.

In perforating Harvey treated plates 


of nickel steel, oil hardened and anneal- 
ed, the s-hell displaces the metal first to- 
ward the front or face of the plate, pro- 
ducing thereon a front bulge or fringe 
around the hole made by the projectile.

Indeed nearly all of the new American 
shells' of the 6 inch caliber ara able to 
pierce plate one and one sixth calibers 
thick, which is above the government 
requirements.

One hundred pounds of emmensite or 
other high power powder will tear 
things to pieces just as well as twice 
that quantity—that is to say, the de- 
structiveness of 100 pounds of high ex- 
plosive or even good prismatic powder

Gold In the Philippines, 


There have recently been stories la 


the papers concerning the extraordina- 
ry richness of the Philippine islands in 
gold deposits. 
The stories have also 


been embellished by accounts of lost and 
hidden mines and rich deposits conceal- 
ed by the monks. 


The truth of the matter, so far as 


known, is that there is some gold in the 
islands, as there is in nearly every 
country. 


The natives have for a long time ob- 


tained small quantities of placer gold 
from the interior of the island of Luzon, 
which is little known, and an English) 
company has been for several yearg 
past working a. gold mine on the sama 
island, but with no great degree of suc- 
cess. It is not at all likely that tha 
Spaniards have held possession of tha 
islands for so many years without find- 
ing gold, if it exists in large quantities. 
They have always been eager and skill- 
ful searchers for the precious metals 
and generally very successful prospect- 
ors, and there is no reason why theie 
eastern colony should be any exception 
to the rule, if gold existed there. 


In fact, the mere existence of the na- 


tive races on the islands is, to those wha 
know the Spaniards' methods, a demon- 
stration that gold was never known to) 
exist there in any considerable quanti- 
ty. Wherever workable gold placers ex- 
isted in Spanish 
colonies the native 


races were exterminated by their cruel 
taskmasters when through the work- 
ing out of the deposits they were na 
longer able to furnish the stipulated 
quantity of gold. 


Naval Guns In Plenty. 


The ordinary American citizen may 


have had a fear that from various 
causes, disasters and explosions one 
ships would become short of guns, but 
the government long ago began prepar- 
ing for the possible worst, though withi 
no expectation of it, and in Washington 
alone is a reserve supply stored in tha 
shops that could completely outfit our1 
navy and be additionally sufficient to 
furnish any more auxiliary cruisers that 
may be put in commission, and work- 
men are still engaged 24 hours daily in 
making more at various gun and ma- 
chine shops and factories throughout 
the country. There are'large numbers 
also manufactured by private firms. 
One factory alone in the space of ten 
weeks turned out two hundred 6 pound- 
ers and nearly as many 1 pounders, with 
automatic feeders. 


Powder mills have also been working 


three times their usual force, so that 
in munitions of war the United States 
s well prepared for the present and tha 
future. 
Rifles are being manufactured 


by the thousands weekly, and conse- 
quently today this country is able to 
arm at least 5,000,000 men. There is al- 
so a sufficiency of guns of large caliber, 
and more are being pushed rapidly to- 
ward completion, though their manu- 
facture is necessarily a comparatively 
slow process. 
In the matter of men 


and arms the demand can never equal 
the supply in this republic of ours. 


Care of the Wounded 


The proportion of Union soldiers lit 


the civil war who died of wounds to 
those who were killed outright in bat- 
tle was 43 to 67. It is a comfort to know! 
that in the present war the proportion 
of deaths from wounds will probably 
not be half as great as it was in tha 
civil war. 
In the old days the surgeon would 


very often amputate a limb simply to 
save the man from the dangers of gan- 
grene. 
Now that gangrene has been 


provided against a soldier who goes to 
the hospital with two legs, even if they 
have both been smashed by bullets, 
may still hope to walk on them in after 
years.

the whole vicinity of the part to ba 
operated upon is impregnated with a, 
spray of carbolic acid by moans of an 
atomizer. Then when the operation ia 
concluded the air is excluded from tha 
wounds by means of bandages dipped 
in solutions of germicide carbolic acid. 
Thus all bacteria are kept out, those al- 
ready in are killed, and the patient 
leaves his bed in comparatively good 
condition.

Work on the changes in the Drury 


building to accommodate tho high 
school will begin at once, the appro- 
priation of 
!fM,500 asked 
for having 


been puwed by the council. This in- 
cludes 
tho 
amount 
needed for the 


changes in the building and what ap- 
uaratus is necessary. 
The general 


plans of 
the changes have been 


described, but with the beginning of 
the work they can be stated more defi- 
nitely. They will bo completed in am- 
ple time for the opening of school in 
the fall. 


The principal advantages to be se- 


curod are the increased room for new 
laboratories and the making of the 
rooms for the high school pupils more 
conveniently arranged. Architect Bar- 
low has planned the changes, and the 
actual work will be under the direct 
supervision of Instructor Richmond 
of the scientific department, with es- 
pecial reference to the laboratories. 
The work will probably be done by the 
day, 
that being considered almost the 


only 
sure 
method of 
having such 


changes made 
satisfactorily. There 


was some doubt at first as to whether 
the amount asked for would be enough 
but investigations before the recom- 
mendation was made show that it will 
cover everything. 


The work will consist of changes in 


the upper two floors and in the addi- 
tion, all of which will be devoted to 
high school and 
ninth grade work. 


The chemical laboratory will be on tho 
fourth floor, taking the place of one of 
the 
drawing rooms, and 
the other 


drawing room will be fitted up for its 
purpose more satisfactorily. 


Directly 
under 
this will be 
the 


science lecture room, the ninth grades 
being- moved from 
the rooms they 


have occupied to the other side of the 
building. Besides the lecture room will 
be the physical laboratory. The change 
in 
the position of 
the ninth grade ^ 


rooms is made to allow the lecture 
room to make use of the same pi_pes 
that serve the laboratory above. 


The addition, which was originally 


built for the high school, will be re- 
fitted so that it will be again occupied 
exclusively by that department. The 
office on the first floorwill be converted 
into a recitation room. This will leave 
five other rooms in the addition. 


The entire changes will result in giv- 


ing the high school six rooms for gen- 
eral work, two laboratories 
and a 


science lecture room. 


The expenditure of this money will 


enable the high school to accommo- 
date all of its pupils, without com- 
pelling- some of them to do their study- 
ing at home, and will postpone for sev- 
eral years the necessity of erecting a 
new building. When that time does 
come, the improvements, especially in 
apparatus, made now, are so calcu- 
lated as to be of use then. 


It wfll compel the finding of new 


places for three rooms formerly ac- 
commodated in Drury, and as an- 
r'-unced some time ago one of these 
, ..l be placed in the store next to the 
kindergarten on Union street, which 
Will be fitted up for school use at once. 
If possible, the pupils of the other two 
will Be accommodated 
in the other 


buildings, and a rearrangement of the 
territory into 
school 
districts may 


have to be made. If this cannot be 
done, the rooms will have to be placed 
elsewhere, several locations being un- 
der consideration. One of these is the 
basement of the Baptist church, but 
it is not known whether this could be 
secured. Eight grammar grades will be 
left in the Drury building.
